Super Committee Proposed 

To Guide Bond Money Jobs
Appointment of a super 

committee composed of half a 
hundred Torrance residents to 
guide expenditures of the bond 
issue monies if approved Oct. 
29 was approved by the city 
council Tuesday night on the 
recommendation of Mayor Al­ 
bert Isen.

The committee, .as outlined 
by Isen, would consist of mem­ 
bers appointed by each coun­ 
cilman, representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
labor organizations, and repre­ 
sentatives of each bona fide 
civic service group in the city. 

Recommendation Asked
To be known as the Tor­ 

rance Civic Progress Commit­

tee, the group would study and 
recommend the manner In 
which the bond revenues— 
especially tbe recreation bond 
—would be expended.

In other action at Tuesday's 
council meeting, the group 
agreed to employ Marion C. 
Varner* designer of the city's 
civic center, to prepare plans 
for the new Hollywood Riviera 
branch library. The appoint­ 
ment was made on the recom­ 
mendation of City Manager 
George Stevens, who said the 
city's engineering staff-was n<jt 
able to do the designing job. 

City Hall Offered
The city manager also was 

instructed to send a formal 
letter to the county1, reaffirm­ 
ing the city's offer of the old 
city hall building in downtown 
Torrance for use as a tempo­ 
rary branch of the South Bay 
Municipal Court. A letter from 
Supervisor Burton W. Chace's 
office indicated that the coun­ 
ty had finally agreed tb use 
the old city hall facilities,
